We deem it advisable to publish 


again some of the rules regulating 
the calls of the nurse. 


The nurse is for the use of the 


public. 
The work of the nurse is to minis- 


ter to the sick in their homes, and to 
instruct their families in their pro- 
per care, how to prepare food and to 
observe proper sanitation. 
Patients suffering with contagious 


diseases shall not be visited by the 
nurse, but she may call at the door 
and give needed advice. 


The nurse shall not attend cases 


of labor but after confinement may 
visit mother and infant. 


The duration of a visit shall ordi- 


narily not exceed one hour. 


Patients are expected to pay from 


ten to fifty cents a visit; and from 
$1.00 to £200 for a day of ten hours; 
and from £2.00 to $3.00 for a da>- of 
twenty-four hours, according to their 


- ability. Those unable to pay shall 


be treated free of charge. All receipts 
shall be turned into the treasury. 


The nurse shall give to each family 


visited a card on which are printed 
rcles and Other information. 


An Appeal. 


' We earnestly appeal to the public 
for its continued support, upon which 
•we are largely dependent for exist- 
ence. The membership dues are oiily 
one doilar a year for regular mem- 
bers and five dollars or more for sus- 
taining members. We need 500 regu- 
lar members and 100 sustaining mem- 
bers. Every family should be repre- 
sented -among our -membership.

Judgment bond shall Joe ex- 
ecuted in the penal sum of Two 
Thousand (?30OO.oo) Dollars, with not 
less than two reputable freeholders 
of the County of Adams as sureties, 
each of them to be a bona-fide own- 
er of real estate in said county, 
worth over and above all encum- 
brances the sum of Two Thousand 
($2000.00) Dolars or one sufficient 
surety -where the same is a Security, 
Trust or Surety Company organized 
and existing under the laws of this 
Commonwealth or under the laws of 
any other State of the United States 
of America, duly authorized to do 
business within the State of Penn- 
sylvania by the Insurance Commis- 
sioner thereof; to be approved by the 
Court granting such license and to 
be conditioned for the faithful ob- 
servance of all the laws of this Com- 
monwealth relating to the selling or 
furnishing of vinous, spirituous, malt 
or brewed liquors, or any admixture 
thereof, and to* pay all 
damages 


which may be recovered in any ac- 
tion which may be instituted against 
the license under the provisions of 
any act of Assembly, and all costs, 
fines and penalties imposed upon said 
licensee under -any indictment for 
violating any act of Assembly relat- 
ing to selling or furnishing liquors 
as aforesaid. If any person is surety 
on more than one bond, he shall cer- 
tify that he is worth Four Thousand 
($4000.00) Dollars over and above all 
encumbrances and over and above 
any previous bond he may be on as 
surety. The sureties may be requir- 
ed to appear in 'Court and justify un- 
4er oath. 


The Court shall in all cases refuse 


the application whenever in the opin- 
ion of the Court, having due regard 
for the number and character of pe- 
titioners for and against the applica- 
tions, such is not necessary for the 
accommodation of the public and en- 
tertainment of strangers and travel- 
ers, or that the applicant is not a fit 
person to -whom such license should 
be granted. 


Petitions must be filed with the

HELPING FRANCE TO REBUILD 


Californian«-Resp«n«ible for the Erec- 


tion of Model --Village in the 


Devastated Region. 


Anyone acquainted with the mar- 


velous recuperative energy of France 
will hardly be surprised at the pace 
with which she is rebuilding her waste 
places and desolate heritages. Less 
than two years ago. along the banks 
of the Marne. all was ruin and desola- 
tion: where once had been thriving 
villages, not one brick stood upon an- 
other. Today, houses amidst their 
neatly planted gardens are springing 
up everywhere, and the peasant is to 
be seen once more serenely at work 
In the field* as though during these 
past years he had known no other 
setting for his labors than this silent, 
Peaceful countryside. 
One thing he 


has gained from this destruction and 
building up again. The dark, incom- 
modious, often dilapidated home of 
the past has been replaced by a com- 
fortable up-to-date dwelling. Among 
the most remarkable of these post- 
bellum French villages is one in the 
department, of the Menrthe-et-Moselle. 
.which has been wholly rebuilt tinder 
the superintendence of Californlan 
women, architects and designers. An 
Ideal model' village, artistic, orderly, 
practical In its extreme simplicity, 
this little homestead Is held in great
